DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 2, 4-16, 20, 22, and 24 are pending in the instant application. 
Amendments 

The amendment filed on October 10, 2008 has been acknowledged and has 
been entered into the application file. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claim 24 was previously objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim. The base claim is no longer rejected, and the objection is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-2, 4-18, 20, and 22 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for where R 3 is -(CH 2 ) S -V 
where V is a cycloalkyl, does not reasonably provide enablement for R 3 is araylalkyl or 
is -(CH 2 ) S -V where V is a cycloalkenyl or heterocycloalkyl. 

Applicant has deleted the non-enabled subject matter, and the rejection is 
withdrawn.
